IN THE EARTH. 


SAX LUIS OBISPO, Cal., July 31..— 


A strip of country fltteeti miles lops 
b.v four miles Wide, rent with gaping 
fissures 
and 
dotted with bills and 


knolls 
that' sprung up during 
the 


night 
as 
if -by magic., a. village in 


ruins and hundreds of people fleeingr 
for their lives, are the results of last 
night's 
seismic- 
disturbance in the 


prosperous and tVuitvale valley of -Los 
Alamos in the northern \part of Saiita 
Barbara county. 


During; the last four days that sec- 


tion of the country has been shaken by 
a series of earthquakes that, is vyith- 
out precedent in the history of tradi- 
tion of the Pacific Coast, and the con- 
tinuance of the disturbances und 
the 


increasing: severity of the shocks have 
so terrorized the inhabitants .that they 
aro leuving for other parts as rapidly 
as possible, and even no\v the village 
is Hjmost entirely deserted. The dis- 
turbances 
beiran on Sunday evening 


"with 
a 
shook which caused several 


thousand dollars' \vorth o£ damage to 
property 
in the village and the sur- 


rounding' 
country being more severe 


and more disastrous in the vicinity oi' 
the Western Union Oil Company's wells 
on the Ce.rrigft ranch. 


This shock was followed by a num- 


ber 
of disturbances less severe and 


less disastrous, continuing through the 
remainder of Sunday night and Mon- 
day .forenoon.'

en shocks, all of which were light. 


The general direction of these dis-

occurred a I 1:20 


o'clock 
this morning when the hills 


were shaken and twisted to their foun- 
dations and the valleys trembled 
and 


rolled like the unstable stirface of the 
ocean.

them might open and swallow them up. 
The lerfir Inspired by the rumbling' 
and trembling of the earth was in-

uel B. Christy of the.University of Cali- 
fornia said: 


"While Southern California earthquakes 


were unusually 
severe .it was nothing 


more than eoujd .be expected... The we 
ern coast ot -this continent is tliable to 
have such shocks at any time. Ahy groat 
eon traction of the earth on the Pacific 
Coast may be;accompanies by damage to 
property. 
It''Is a well known scientific 


fact that as the earth cools in the in- 
terior .the earth crust on which we live 13 
bound to give, causing a jarring- effect of 
varying intensity." 


James Madtlrill, who has charge of tho 


observatory of the University _oli Calif or.- 
nia'thife summer, said: 


"From- 
unofficial 
sources 
we 
have 


learned' that 
the southern earthquakes 


were 
.practically 
localized. 
This 
i* 


strange, since the sliouka were so severe 
in quake's of sufficient vibration to raz'e 
a building,, the shock js .generally plainly 
felt for a radius of hundreds of miles. 
The disturbance, • however, was scarcely 
felt* here, the seismograph of the Univer- 
sity showing but a faint record." 


T, L. Heaton of the University of Cali- 


fornia saicl; 
'"while scientists are working on the 


theory of the probable cau:;e of the earth- 
quakes in Saiita Barbara eounly. the ex- 
net reason will probably never be known. 
There was evidently a -tili)> in the stratus 
of the earth. 
In such eases a slight .dis- 


placement sometimes produces a fearful 
*hook. 
The theory has been advanced 


that the removal of great quantities of 
uil from the earth in Southern California 
is responsible for ihe seismic disturb- 
ances. 1 JiartHy think this possible, as the 
oi! wells do not penetrate the earth deep 
enough into the hot region."'

So many agents are limited to the sale 
of the property only. 
That could be 


overcome largely by members of youi 
Association, by securing agencies more 
comprehensive. 


In regard to keeping weeds from the 


gutters, as you arc undoubtedly si-ware, 
we have every fall a general cleaning-. 
It 
seems 
impossible to get enough 


funds to clean all streets but we use 
our best judgment in selecting those 
streets which we believe to be 
most 


traveled. 
I will say that at all sea- 


sons of the year, however, we have 
carts which we send to remove gutter 
cleanings where the owners have done 
the work and put the dirt and weeds 
in piles. At any lime you or any mem- 
ber of your Association notices a piece 
of property where the sidewalks are 
overgrou-n with weeds, if you will send 
me a description of it with the name 
and address of the owner (if you know 
it) I will he pleased to send him 
copy of the weed notice.

One of the unforseen results of free 


mail delivery in the rural districts is 
to 
Injure 
the business of the local 


stores. 
Shopping by mail has enor- 


mously Increased under the system and 
threatens to increase still more rapidly. 
The big- department stores in the cities 
semi out price lists to people in 
the 


country, and fill the orders sent in by 
mat! as promptly and satisfactorily as 
if the customer made his purchase at 
the centner. 
Tito rural storekeepers 


cannot compete in prices and can pre- 
sent 
no such a variety of stock to 


choose from. 
Hence he sits idly in 


Ins 
doorway 
while he watches 
lhe 


postman take the business that 
was 


pnct- his off to the big city where a 
strange elephant 
covorts in 
curious 


jungles designated as the "tenderloin" 
»ml the "red light district." This state 
of affairs has stirred the rui-a! mer- 
chants to resistance. 


Oddly 
enough the greatest outcry 


comes from rs'ew England, -where 
the 


rural free mail delivery idea was born 
and where the system was first receiv- 
ed with the greatest favor. 
At first 


the complaints of the local business 
men were not received -with much fa- 
vor, 
but gradually the effects of the 


system began to be felt in various di- 
rections. 
The decline of business in 


the rural towns affected the local pro- 
duce markets: the taverns had fewer 
guests, and there was less doing in ail 
lines than formerly. 
The farmers who 


rejoiced in getting their 
papers 
and 


magazines 
delivered at 
their 
doors, 


"list like city folks," discovered that 
there was not such & ready sale for 
eggs, butter, .poultry and garden truck 
in the village. When they asked what 
the trouble was the local merchant and 
the hotel keeper told them with the 
directness of speech characteristic of 
the country that the free mail delivery 
was at the bottom of it. They inform- 
ed the farmers in picturesque vernacu- 
lar that they had better send their but- 
ter and eggs to market through 
the 


mails, the way their wives and daugh- 
ters get their corsets, underwear and 
family linen. 


If there is anything that impresses 


the rural mind it is a.n object lesson 
that affects tile price of produce, and 
the object lesson afforded in this in- 
stance speedily caused the conviction 
that, free mail delivery is an invention 
devised by city chaps to bunco the 
country 
people. There 
Is in conse- 


quence a lively agitation against the 
system. 
There is no likelihood, how- 


ever, that free mail delivery will 
be 


abolished. 
Kvery 
material 
change 


causes other changes. 
The universal 


law of compensation decrees this, and 
rural society will have to adapt itself 
to whatever changes in conditions free 
mail delivery brings. It was affected 
the same way 'when machinery made 
useless 
the 
spinning wheel and the 


hand loom. 
It 
felt the same effect 


when 
the 
railway forced the stage 


coach and freight wagon out of busi- 
nee. 
The same complaint 
is 
heard 


when each change Is wrought, but pro- 
gress never pauses because somebody 
falls under the wheels at every ad- 
vance.

them. 
Having demonstrated 
that a crow 


could count us far as seven, but was 
incapable of comprehending the mean- 
ing of eig'ht, Cap'n Odom tested their j 
abilities upon women.

similar 


manner he learned thafc three women 
could be compressed within the com- 
pass of a crow's brain, but the fourth 
WHS uncountable. Siuce then scores 
of experiments alongr these lines have 
been made, and the results have never 
varied a unit. 
For nearly half 3. century Cap'n Od- 


orn's discovery has been known, but 
until John Hughes of tills village be- 
g-an to construct scarecrows in female 
garments last week, nobody has been 
sensible enough to take advantage of a 
scientific fact. Mr. Hughes is a prac- 
tical farmer who hopes to die rich 
if he lives long enough. 
The life of 


an average scarecrow In a Maine corn- 
field is three years, though a few sur- 
vive for four or flve years if they are 
housed as soon as the corn is too big 
for the crows to pull.

BERKELEY. 
July- 31 .—Interesting 


statistics have recently been completed 
at the State University concerning tlic- 
way in which the KUidents of the in-J 
stltution live, and the places at which! 
they board. The statistics are pecul-j 
iwly interesting inasmuch as the Uni- j 
versity or California is without dormi- 
tories, and the students are thrown en- 
tirely upon their own responsibility as 
to where and how they shall live. 


The most significant feature of the 


statistical statement is the tendency 
to be noted toward grouping on the 
part ot the students into fraternities, 
sororities and club houses. 
Although 


•with the increase in Hie number of 
students attending the University there 
has been an absolute increase in the 
number living- in private families and 
large boarding houses, yet this increase 
is relatively much smaller than that 
of those living in student vlubs and 
fraternities. The tendency is interest- 
ing as it denotes a partial duplication 
in California of the dormitory system, 
with the important exception, howev- 
er, that the fraternities and clubs are 
entirely free from faculty control. 


This 
tendency on the part of the 


students to thus group themselves to- 
gether in houses under their own man- 
agement 
and control can be clearly 


seer when a comparison in the num- 
ber of such organizations now existing 
with that of previous years is 
made. 


At the present time there are nineteen 
Greek letter fraternities in Berkeley, 
and of soroities. Two years ago there 
were but fifteen fraternities and 
four 
soroities. 
In connection with this it 
must be noted that within the 
past 
two years at least seven eating clubs 
hare been organized in Berkeley, thus 
making a. total increase of fourteen in 
the number of student boarding so- 
cieties. 
Perhaps the most interesting feature 
of the development in this direction is 
the growth in the number of student 
clubs, which are organized for the sake 
of economy on a. co-operative plan. At 
present there are nine such organiza- 
tions in college, seven for men stud- 
ents and two for women. The cost of 
living- varies between $8 and $1S 
per 
month, the average being about 512. 
The students rent a house, employ a 
"well-ordered 
household. 
The actual 
cost 
is divided at the end of each 
month 
among: the members of the 
club. 
and payment made upon this 


basi.-?. 
The names of the student clubs are: 
Abracadabra. 
Bachelerflon, 
Valhalla, 
Dwight 
Way, La Junta, Recessus 
Sanctorum, Ridge Road, Pie Del 
Mon- 
te, and Eervah. The latter two are 
women's clubs -and were organized by 
Mrs. 
Phoebe Hearst 
Another tendency which 
lias 
been 
quite marked within the past two years 
is that of the students -to live in Ber- 
keley in preference to the other bay 
cities. This can be partly accounted 
for by the fact that the percentage 
of students from counties other than 
Sari Francisco 'and Alameda, is con- 
stantly increasing and these students 
of necessity must live in Berkeley. At 
the same time, acting- upon the out- 
spoken 'advice of President Wheeler 
and 
other members of the Faculty, 
many students whose homes arc 
in 
Oakland, Alameda and San Francisco 
yj-e now Jiving in Berkeley in order 
to get more of the collegiate life.
